BERLIN, Feb. 20 (UP)—Repre- 
séntatives of the United States 
and Britain agreed with France 
today on the separation of the 
Saar from Germany and its eco- 
nomic annexation to France. 

The action paved the way for 
the integration of the French oc- 


cupation zone into the economic 
administration of the rest of west- 
ern Germany. 


The military governments of the 
three powers announced jointly 
that they had reached an agree- 
ment on technical problems 
raised by the integration of the 
Saar into French economy.” Thus 
and Americans ac- 
knowledged formally what they 
had * by implication— that 
the has been and will re- 
main detached from German econ- 
omy and absorbed by that of 
France, 


In accepting the French claims 
to integration of the Saar into 
French economy, the . British- 
American experts agreed to a 
progressive relexation of all eco- 
nomic ties between the rich coal 
basin and Germany. 

They agreed to the removal of 
the Saar coal from the German 
coal pool, the treatment of trade 
between the Saar and Germany 
as foreign trade beginning April 
1, and revision of trade agree- 
ments between the Saar and the 
British-American occupied area. 

In return the French agreed to 
reduce their share of reparations 
claims to heavy equipment, and 
to accept payment in marks for 
progressively décreasing amounts 
of Saar coal sold to Germany. 

Meanwhile Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
the American military governor, 
told the Allied Control Council: 

“We hear rumors—and I do not 
say they are true—of the making 
of military ships at Rostock, the 
mining of uranium, and of orders 
being placed in the erican sec- 
tor for the manufacture of deli- 
cate instruments for delivery to 
the Soviet zone. .

Lawyer Seeks Third of Back Pay 
Of City Workers Restored to Jobs 


Most of the 131 city employes 
who were laid off for economy 
reasons, then restored to their 
jobs by the Civil Service Com- 


mission’s ruling last month, will 
have to pay attorney’s fees 
amounting to more than one 
third of their back pay; which 
was restered by the commission, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Norman Bierman, who acted as 
counsel for the AFL State, County 
& Municipal Employes’ Union, 
which appealed the layoffs, sent 


for a flat fee amounting to two 
weeks pay, or an average of $75, 
plus a fee equal to 20 per cent, 
or one-fifth, of their back pay in 
case it is restored. If all em- 
ployes pay, and if all receive their 


back pay, as ordered by the com- 
mission, Bierman will receive, 
about $21,615.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20 — 
Members of the State Senate Pub- 
lic Health Committee held out 
little hope today for passage of 
House Bill 135, providing for the 
licensing of boarding homes and 
foster homes for children, despite 
the support it has from public 
welfare groups in the state. 

Senator W. R. Walker (Rep.), 
of Carroliton, chairman of the 
committee, told the Post-Dispatch 
there was considerable opposition 
in the committee to most of the 
Children’s Code bills pending be- 


fore his group and particularly to | 


H. B. 135. 

Committee members feel the bill 
goes too far in the licensing and 
inspection it provides for private 
boarding homes and foster homes, 
he said. It is also felt the bill 
would require the employment of 
additional state inspectors in the 
division of welfare who would 
“just torment a lot of people,” he 
added. 


The bill, which has been passed 
by the House, would extend the 
coverage of present laws to day 
nurseries and to those boarding 
homes caring for children above 
the age of three up to the age of 
16. Free foster homes would also 
‘be brought within the law's cov- 
erage, and the present exemption 


and duties of agencies in receiv- 
ing and placing children would be 
set forth more clearly and proce- | 
dures for dealing with agencies 
operating without a license_would 
be made more explicit. 

A temporary license is provided 
for agencies which are mee a 
specific need in a community but 
require time to qualify for a full 
license. Private homes now under 
the supervision of a licensed wel- 
fare agency would not be affected 
by the bill, its sponsors say. 

The bill has had the support of 
the Missouri Association for So- 
cial Welfare, which has pointed 
out that many inmates of the 
State Training School for Boys at 
Boonville have had unsatisfactory 
histories of foster home care. The 
consistent trouble-makers in that 
unhappy institution have passed 
through three or four foster 
homes, the ‘records indicate. 

The state welfare group be- 
lieves many anti-social attitudes

when David Hall, his wife, Elea- 
nor, and their daughter, Mabel, 


were each sentenced to 90 days 
in the county jail for peace dis- 
turbance. Their one-room frame 
house burned down late Thursday, 
just one day after they had 
started serving their sentences, 
Family fights at the Halis’s 
home at 8923 Dora avenue have 
become more or less customary 
occurrences, neighbors said. But 
the most recent fight, late last 
month, threw the neighborhood 
and the Police Department for 
a momentary loss. 

A stove pipe, with soot stream- 
ing out of it, came crashing 
through one of the windows—and 
the neighbors’ knew the Halls were 
at it again. 

Next, Mabel Hall came running 
out of the front door, screaming 
back at her father, who was 


chasing her with a stick. A few 
vulgar expressions were ex- 


changed, neighbors testified at a 
subsequent hearing, and Mabel 
went running down the street. 

Patrolman Charles Cates, sum- 
moned by neighbors, arrived in 
time to see Hall strike his fleeing 
daughter with the stick and to 
hear Mrs. Hall’s expressions of 
displeasure for her daughter and 
husband, Before the neighborhood 
quieted down, Cates had called for 
reinforcements. 

Cates signed an information 
against father, mother and daugh- 
ter, and the case came before 
Magistrate Joseph H. Garrett of 
Jennings. He said 24 persons liv- 
ing in the vicinity of the Hall 
home appeared to testify against 
them last Wednesday. 

When informed in jail their 
house had burned down, the Halls 
didn’t seem to care too much, but 
the neighbors haven’t heard the 
end of it yet, because Police Chief 
Gus Spirz of Berkeley City and 
deputy sheriffs will question them 
concerning reports that the house 
was ignited by a grass fire.

He is the “father of modern 
chest surgery.” He laid down the 
principles of chest surgery, then 
put them into practice by demon- 
strating that an entire lung could 
be removed in a one-step opera- 
tion. Because of that operation 
sufferers from lung cancer, for- 
merly faced with certain death, 
now have at least a 30 per cent 
chance to recover and an even 
better chance to recover if the 
disease is discovered in time. 

No other living surgeon has had 
a greater influence on the profes- 
sion as a whole, in the opinion of 
Dr, Graham's associates. A dozen 
“Graham-trained” men now head 
departments of surgery at univer- 
sities the world over, from Bang- 
kok to Glasgow to the University 


the Lister Medal from the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London 
last fall, colleagues who at- 
tended the presentation reported 
that “Dr. Graham there was ac- 
cepted as the dean of American 
surgery.” 

What makes a great surgeon? 
In Dr. Graham’s case mere 
manual dexterity, associated with 
surgery in the layman’s mind, has 
been a relatively unimportant 
factor. 

Fighting All His Life. 

What is important is the in- 
tegrity of the man. In a world 
where people compromise them-' 
selves for a thousand subtle re- 
wards, Dr. Graham in the opinion 
of his colleagues--has made no 
concessions to expediency. He 

as made many enemies. He has 
been fighting all his life, and at 
the age of 64 he is still fighting 
for what he believgs is right and 
true. In the long run he usually 
wins, and he keeps his eye pretty 
well focused on the long run. 

Today the habit of success has 
become a part of the personality 
of Dr. Graham. He is tall, slender 
and upright. His eyes, behind 
rimless spectacles, are cold and 
gray. His hair is sparse and 
white. He speaks softly, but with

WASHINGTON, Feb, 20. 


EVERSING itself and a historic American principle, the Gov- 
ernment is now acting as “fingerman” to identify slacker assets 
which citizens and firms of the European Recovery Plan nations 


have concealed to evade financial assistance in European reeovery. 
The Government continues its refusal to act as “comstable” for 
the “arrest” of hide-out foreign wealth. It has no intention of m@est- 


ing the great bulk of alien-owned 


property in this country, but will 


crack dow on the fraction represented by skulking assets, 


The change of front was an- 
nounced in a recent letter from 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder to Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg, chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, Snyder 
wrote as chairman of the National 
Advisory Council, topmost policy 
group on international problems. 
The membership of this body in- 
cludes the Secretaries of State, the 
Treasury and Commerce, and the 
chairmen of the Federal Reserve 
Board and Export-Import Bank. 


Aid to U. 8S. Taxpayers. 

“Under ordinary conditions,” 
Snyder explained, “the council 
would doubt that this Government 
should assist foreign governments 
[N enforcing their foreign ex- 
change laws, However, these are 
not ordinary times. Some Euro- 
pean countries are in dire need of 
dollars to permit their survival as 
free nations, American taxpayers 
are being called upon to make 
substantial contributions to Eu- 
ropean recovery. 

“Moreover, most of the foreign 
countries have repeatedly asked 
our assistance in obtaining con- 
trol of the holdings of their eit 
zens, who have concealed them 
contrary to the laws and national 
interest of their countries. 

“This nation has always taken 
the position that foreign money 
here is under the protection of 
our laws and traditions as to the 
sanctity of the property rights of 
the individual. But the problem 
of aiding these countries in locat- 
ing the private assets of their 
citizens is separate and distinct,” 

Subterfuge Employed. 

The method adopted by the 
council for rooting out concealed 
foreign property is so ingenious 
that Snyder took pains to defend 
its legality. As a war measure, 
President Roosevelt blocked the 
public and private holdings in the 
United States of all European 
countries except Turkey, Eire and 
United om. , 
Thus the Treasury came into 


possession of a fairly complete 
census of foreign-owned American 
assets. But the information was 
often obtained from American 
banks under pledge of confidence. 
It was kept secret from Congress, 
the se wang trans-Atlantic gov- 
ernments to whom the proprie

All properties remaining unaa 
knowledged were presumed to be 
tainted with enemy interest unless 
the owners could prove the con- 
trary. Only their governments 
could certify the Innocence of 
these holdings. In consequence, 
owners defending the properties 
were compelled to disclose their 
identities to their home govern- 
ments. 

Many overseas owners failed to 
come forward and reveal them- 
selves, In consequence, Snyder ac- 
knowledged, the foreign funds 
control of the Treasury finds it- 
self in command of a “substantial 
volume of blocked assets.” To 
handle this residue, it has been 
decided to regard unidentified 
foreign assets as being of enemy 
origin, and to declare them for- 
feited to the office of alien prop» 
erty in the Department of Justice. 
Now a few foreign owners are ex- 
pected to continue to remain 
anonymous, with the hope that 
in some way, at some time, when 
the present crisis has abated, they 
can recover their wealth. 

No Estimate of Value, 

No reliable estimate of such 
concealed assets is in existence. 
They are believed to include gold 
coins of foreign countries and per- 
haps of the United States, which 
individuals in Europe have buried 
or secreted.

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Questions About Palestine 


The United Nations Palestine Commission has 
gone about as far as it can go. It has asked 
the Security Council to provide the force neces- 
sary to,carry out partition. It is feared, how- 
ever, that Great Britain and the United States 
may stop this, Why? 

Washington is split on the issue. The White 
House is on one side, and the Pentagon on the 
other. Political considerations were among the 
factors which caused President Truman to favor 
partition. Now that three Republican presiden- 
tial hopefuls also Have taken pro-partition posi- 
tions, he can hardly be inclined toward a change 
of front. 

Defense Secretary Forrestal, on the other 
hand, would like to see the United States back 
down. He argues that partition would enrage 
the Arabs to the point of endangering American 
access to Middle Eastern oil. Sumner Welles 
and others feel that there is no genuine ground 
for this fear, but Mr. Forrestal has gone to 
the unusual length of communicating to a con- 
gressional committee a view at variance with 
that of his chief. With Washington so divided, 
the American policy ih the U. N. has degen- 
erated into one of silence. 

The British, for, their part, talk much of 
bloodshed and Communism. They refuse to ad- 
mit the U.N. commission to Palestine on the 
ground that they may not be able to protect 
its members against assassination. At the same 
time and despite the fact that the United States 
has embargoed shipment of arms to Jews, they 
close their eyes to the assembling of Arab 
armies. They plant the story that Communists 
have infiltrated the various Jewish organizations, 
and that a Red front probably will be formed 
as soon as British troops are withdrawn. And, 
of course, they are as much concerned about 
Middle Eastern oil as is the United States. 


Still, it is believed that home politics will 
force the scheduled withdrawal of British troops 
on May 15. The deaths of soldiers in Palestine 
are resented, and the blame is falling on the 
Labor Government. 

In the absence of big power leadership, as Mr. 
Welles points out, the smaller nations are be- 
coming more and more reluctant to assume re- 
sponsibility. Can the ty Coun form an 
international “foreign legion” in the nick of 
time? Will Jewish and Arab militias, designed 
to keep order, be armed soon enough? Or will 
Palestine slide into a bloody shambles? 


If that happens, will not the Russians have 
the best possible excuse for intervening? And 
if they insist on doing so, will not the United 
States be forced to take a hand? Will not 
Britain be forced to order its troops about-face? 
Will not Palestine then be sorely divided—even 
as Germany is divided today, or Kérea? And 
what will be left of U.N. effectiveness? 

Where is statesmanship in all that? 
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To Protect the Bar’s Good Name 


A letter from Richmond C. Coburn, printed to- 
day, distinguishes between the Bar Association 
of St. Louis, of which he is president, and the 
St. Louis judicial circuit committee, appointed 
by the State Supreme Court, with responsibility 
and power to investigate unethical practices. 
Mr. rm ma this distinction in comment 
on our editorial of last Sunday suggesting that 
the Paul Dillon case is something the local bar, 
should be looking into. . 

We were well aware of the distinction. This 
newspaper supported the bar association's griev- 
ance committee for years when the committee 
was Virtually the only means for putting the pro- 
fessional spotlight on unethical practices by law- 
yers, We worked for creation of an integrated, 
self-disciplining bar by legislative enactment. 
When the lawyer bloc at Jefferson City knifed 
this session after session, we supported creation 
of such an guthority by the Supreme Court 
We applauded 
that authority when it came into being. 


Our point in the Dillon case is, and in our 
judgment it still stands, that the Bar Association 
of St. Louis has an obligation to protect the good 
name of the legal profession in this city. Should 
the disciplinary committee of the state bar be- 
come lax, it surely would be the duty of the 
local bar organization to put it on the alert. If 
the St. Louis Bar Association felt that an act by 
a St. Louis lawyer had reflected on the integrity 
of the bar as a whole, the association would have 
every reason to make its conviction known to 
the Supreme Court's committee. 

It is true, as Mr. Coburn says, that the local 
association could mot suspend or expel Paul 


Dillon, since he is not a member of the Bar As- 
sociation. But its grievance ‘committee, headed 


by Marvin E. Boisseau, can express an opinion 
as to whether it helps the prestige of the St. 
Louis legal profession to have one of its number 
a “fugitive from subpena” in Mexico. That 
opinion should be ample cause for immediate 
investigation by the local Supreme Court com- 
mittee, whose chairman is James E. Garstang. 
These committees should co-operate to protect 
the good name cf the legal profession in St. 
Louis.

Missourians who are following the troubles 
which beset the State Training Schvol for Boys 
should keep one eye on the bill in the Legisla- 
ture to improve the school's administration.

Once again Attorney General Tom Clark is on 
the defensive. This time it is in the Paul Dillon- 
Capone gangster parole case. Not the least of it 
is that he permits himself to be put on the de- 
fensive by such violent foes of the Truman Ad- 
ministration as Representative Clare Hoffman of 
Michigan and the Chicago Tribune. 

Almost the last testimony taken in Chicago 
by the subcommittee, of which Mr. Hoffman is 
chairman, was an attack on the Department of 
Justice by a repomer of the Tribune, James 
Doherty. Mr. Doherty said that a second in- 
dictment charging these paroled gangsters with 
mail fraud was dismissed only nine months ago 
by representatives of the Attorney General. 

This was, so the Tribune reporter said, in the 
face of recommendation by the United States 
District Attorney in the case that the indictment 
be kept pending. Punishment for mail fraud is 
twice as severe as that for racketeering, the 
crime for which the four gangsters were sent to 
federal prison. 

The Department of Justice's long stall before 
going into action against the 1946 primary vote

’ tributed to the ‘election of Senator Kem. As a 


member of the Senate, Mr. Kem has been able 
to turn the whole sordid election frauds case into 
much Republican political capital.

The Army's Reputation 

Quite understandably, Gen. Omar N. Bradley 
is jealous of the Army's reputation. The new 
chief of staff is disturbed by talk about scandals 
in its ranks. He wants “the Army freed from 
that suspicion.” Anybody with knowledge of ir- 
regularities was urged to take it to the Army, 
the Department of Justice, the local federal dis- 
trict attorney or to a Senator or Representative. 


The military, of course, is entitled to such 
help, but it cannot itself avoid primary responsi- 
bility. The case of Maj. Gen. Bennett Meyers 
has raised the question of whether other pro- 
curement officers succumbed to similar tempta- 
tions. Then, there has been so.much talk of 
black market activity by American officers 
abroad that Secretary Royall felt compelled to 
order a thorough investigation, And most re- 
cently have come disclosures of officers retiring 
on disability pay only to accept lucrative civilian 
positions. When it was learned that some of 
these men had no trouble in passing insurance 
examinations, people began wondering just what 
constitutes disability. 

No doubt, congressional bloodhounds will pick 
up these ‘trails if they get a few more whiffs. 
Yet the fact remains that the Army ought to 
know more about most of these cases than any- 
body else. It has the records of those on whom 
the shadow has fallen, It should be able to get 
to the truth quickly enough. Nothing else could 
more quickly accomplish Gen. Bradley’ s purpose.

Dial system means better earnings, yet there is a reluctance to install 
it in smaller exchanges, says editorial; just because they are guar- 
anteed a fair return on investment is no reason why telephone com- 
panies need not adopt demonstrated rate-cutting improvements, 


From the Sacramento Bee 


One phase of the state public utility com- 
mission's recent hearing on the Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph Co.'s $41,000,000 
rate increase applications deserving par- 
ticular attention is the testimony of sev- 
eral witnesses on the relationship of dial 
telephones to net profits. 


It was amply shown that: 4 


1. P. T. & T. exchanges which have been 
converted to dial telephones generally show 
a satisfactory ratio of earnings, while those 
clinging to the obsolete manual system 
generally showed a deficit or a low earning 
record, 

2. The larger independent phone compa- 
nies which operate 100 per cent dial ex- 
changes enjoy larger profits at much lower 
rates than those of P. T. & T.—and in some 
instances as little as one half the rates 
asked in the pending P.T.&T. applica- 
tions. 


Slow io Cut Costs 


Compared with some other phone com- 
panies, P. T. & T. has been inexplicably slow 
in changing over to all-dial exchanges. 

Outside the metropolitan areas, fewer 
than one half of the company's phones are 
dial operated. 

The fact becomes all the more peculiar 
in the light of the bushels of money drained 
off P. T. & T. revenues—and contributed by 
the phone company subscribers—for re- 
search in the Bell Laboratories, supposedly 
to give P.T.&T. advantage of the latest 
improvements in telephone technique. 

In any event, by no manner of reason- 
ing or measure of justice should the tele- 
phone customers be penalized for the tardi- 
ness of P. T. & T. in adopting a more eco- 
nomical operation. 


At present, P.T.&T. is engaged in a 
large-scale conversion program. 


As this progresses, the reduced operating 
costs will be reflected in the company's 
net earnings. 


Yardstick for Rates 


A great deal of this program will be 
completed within the next year. 

So, in figuring California rates, the pub- 
lic utilities» commission most certainly 
should give full weight to the effect of this 
conversion program on future profits. 

The commission has a sound yardstick 
to go by in the earnings and rates of in-, 
dependent exchanges of comparable sizes 
with those of P. T. & T. 

But there is involved here a principle as 
well as a fact. 

A regulated ‘monopoly, such as the P.T. 
& T., has no moral right to neglect mak- 
ing every possible operating economy for 
the benefit of the subscribers, on the the- 
ory the utilities commission will fix rates 
mechanically’ on the basis of operating 
expenses. 


Economy Is a Duty 


If the commission is to take this simple 
course, the whole system of regulated mo- 
nopolies will become meaningless and actu- 
ally a detriment. 

The telephone company is obligated to 
its subscribers to provide the most econom- 
ical service attainable—just as if it were 
a competitive corporation, 

And it is incumbent upon the utilities 
commission, as the servants of the people, 
to see that the rates are fixed on the basis 
of a reasonably efficient operation. 


A Fraud Against the People 
From the Washington Star 
With butter selling at a high price, Sen- 


ator Fulbright’s bill to repeal the federal 
tax and license fees on oleomargarine is 
timely indeed, It would be timely when- 
ever he introduced it. For these discrim- 
inatory levies stand for taxation at its 
worst. They represent an unmitigated 
fraud on the American people. 

They have been imposed for many years 
under the pressure of the dairy interests, 
whose spokesmen make no bones about the 
fact that they want to eliminate competi- 
tion from margarine altogether, Sixty 
years ago, when a tax was first placed on 
margarine, the tax was rationalized by 
the fact that margarine was being mis- 
represented as butter. That argument no 
longer exists, Margarine is sold for what 
it is. It has become accepted as a satis- 
factory substitute for butter, no longer 
within the price range of millions of citt- 
zens. Its nutritive value—for it is now for- 
tified with vitamins—is equal to and per- 
haps exceeds that of butter. When col- 
ored, the coloring matter is no more arti- 
ficial than the coloring matter used in 
butter. And it ls more honest. Artificially 
colored butter is not so labeled—another 
indication of the power of the dairy inter- 
ests, 

The tax and fees on margarine represent 
stupid economic thinking. It is the sort of 
thinking that might have retarded devel- 
opment of the automobile, had the livery 
stable interests been able to place a puni- 
tive tax on the horseless carriage as a com- 
petitor. Furthermore, it has utterly failed 
of ita purpose, The price differential be- 
tween butter and margarine is so great 


— 


that many shoppers no longer have a free 
choice. The taxes remain as a nuisance, 
as an evil use of the taxing power and as 
a wholly unnecessary item in the cost of 
living at a time when every other profiteer 
is condemned as a rascal. 


Senator Fulbright made some interest- 
ing observations in presenting his bill. Dis- 
criminatory taxes on margarine, he said, 
have no place in the United States. 
They are foreign to our outlook, They are 
directly opposed to the spirit of free enter- 
prise, They represent the only case in the 
entire structure of taxation where a tax 
is levied on one domestic product to favor 
a competing product. They are inflation- 
ary and they lead to senselesa. waste of 
precious fats--a waste estimated at 11,000,- 
000 pounds a year which results from 
forcing the housewife to color margarine 
herself. 

Three years ago Senator Maybank of 
South Carolina tried to get rid of the mar- 
garine tax. The dairy people beat him. 
Senator Fulbright's measure ts more far- 
reaching. It will be interesting to watch 
its progress. There is not a single ra- 
tional argument in support of the mar- 
garine taxes. The taxes are a conspiracy 
against the people between a special in- 
terest and the men elected to make the 
laws, It has no place on our statute 
books,

With such 
knowledge, basic food could be 
easily manufactured in the labora- 
tory. 

But the scientists say that AEC 
is not attacking this new frontier 
with anything like the vigor and 
the thoroughness that such a stir- 


ring potential should call forth. 


Here, of course, you get down to 
something pretty fundamental in 
ea world such as ours, where 
money values determine what is 
done or not done. 

One of the top atomic physicists 
put it this way: 


Dubious Bookkeepers. 


“What should be done is obvious | 


enough. Twenty, 30 million dol-. 
lars—a big enough sum—should be 
turned over to scientists working 
on the reactor program. They 
should be told: re is the money. 
Now get to work. If you come 
up with something in the next 
few years, fine. If you don’t, then 
we will understand that you did 
your best and failed.“ 
Government, however, doesn't 
work that way and neither does 
business. There are such things 
as budget bureaus and cost ac- 
countants who want to know how 
money is spent and what are the

AEC’s Caution. 


The general advisory committee 
to AEC, created under the law, 
prepared a report on the peace- 
time uses of atomic energy, with 
special emphasis on a timetable 
for the future. This committee 
is made up of seven scientists and 
two business men, with J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, one of the nation’s 
top physicists, as chairman. 

The report set a date for the 
development of peacetime power 
from atomic energy considerably 
in advance of estimates made ear- 
lier, when civilian control was an 
issue. The report has been held 
up for three months, although 
some pressure has been brought 
to release it. The commissioners 
say they feel it is unwise to fix a 
time schedule in the public mind 
when an unexpected development 
may completely upset it. 8 

But in spite of some differences, 
relations with the scientists have 
vastly improved. This was at- 
tested in a letter sent to AEC on 
Jan. 1, which said in part: 


Improving Relations. 


“On the occasion of the first 
birthday of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the council of the 
Federation of American Scientists 
sends its congratulations on the 
excellent progress the commission 
has made in reorganizing the 
atomic project on a peacetime 
basis. At this time last year, 
morale in the laboratories was 
low and the prospect of adequate 
progress in the field of atomic 
energy seemed poor. Since that 
time, the laboratories have been 
put on a firm basis, and good 
arrangements have been made for 
co-operation with university scien- 
tists and with industrial firms 
whose specialized experience is 
necessary in the development of 
atomic power.” 

What really troubles sensitive 
men of science is that their crea- 
tive energy should be going to- 
ward bigger and better weapons of 
mass destruction. But the fault 
lies not with them. It lies with 
the sick and disjointed nature of

A Careless Animal Keeper. 


His training in chemistry 
helped. He knew he needed some- 
thing both visible under X-ray 
and tending to be concentrated in 
the gall bladder. With several 
chemical clues in hand, he 
thumbed through various cata- 
logues of chemical“ compounds un- 
til—in an Eastman Kodak 
publication—he found a promising 
substance. 

He ordered some from the com- 
pany and gave it to Dr, Warren 
Cole, then a young post-graduate 
student, but now professor of 
surgery at the University of IIIi- 
nois, to try out.

A protest against the dismissal] 
of a teacher in the veterans’ train- 
ing course of Hadley Technical 
„High School has been filed with 
the Board of Education by 53 of 
the 176 veterans who attend 
classes at the school, 

Leonard S. Cepicky, chairman of 
a student protest board, said the 
teacher, Kirk E. Miler, is the 
most popular of the instructors 
and commands more respect from 
the students than any other 
teacher there.“ 

Cepicky said he was told Miler 
was being dismissed because vet- 
eran enrollment at Hadley had 
dropped from 250 students to 176, 
F. J. Jeffrey, principal of the 
high school, told him Miler was 
the last teacher hired in the social 
studies department and would 
therefore be the first one to be 
dropped, His dismissal is effec- 
tive tomorrow. 

In making their protest, Cepicky 
said, the veterans pointed out that 
Miler taught 68 students daily, a 
larger number than any other 
teacher of veterans at the school. 
The veterans suggested, he added, 
that if economies were to be put 
into effect they should be made 
in departments other than the so- 
cial studies department. Two 
algebra teachers, they pointed out, 


have a total of only 50 pupils be- 


tween them. 

Miler has asked Assistant Super- 
intendent J. E. Nants, in charge 
of secondary schools, for a hearing 
On his dismissal, Nants was not 
available for comment. 

Shortly after he had appeared 
for clarses today, Cepicky said he

Ex | MURRAY TO BE TRIED MARCH 22 
IN POLITICAL ACTIVITY TEST 


WASHINGTON, I Feb. 20 (UP) — 
CIO President Philip Murray 
pleaded not guilty today to Gov- 
ernment charges that he violated 
the Taft-Hartley Act’s bar on po- 
litical activity by labor unions. 

Murray’s pleas set the stage for 

a test of the constitutionality of 
the act’s prohibition. His attor- 
ney promptly asked United States 
District Judge Alyexander Holtz- 
off to dismiss the indictment on 
the ground that it is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Judge Holtzoff set March 5 for 
oral arguments on the dismissal 
motion and scheduled March 22 
for the start of Murray’s trial.

The Rev. William Bird, pastor, 
has made his own dollar grow to 
$2 by investing the first dollar in 
Sugar and syrup and making 
fudge candy, which he has been 
selling.

FIRST USEFUL ATOM 
POWER LIKELY AT 
LONG ISLAND PLANT 


NEW YORK, Feb, 20 (AP).—The 
race for the first useful atomic 
power plant promises to go to the 
Brookhaven National Laboratory, 
Long Island, some time next year. 

This race is between the United 
States, with five known entries, 
Canada, Britain and France, and 
Russia regarded as a silent 
starter. 

It was announced today that 
Brookhaven will have a power 
plant in operation in 1949. It will 
pass hot air out of an atomic pile 
to make steam, which in turn will 
make electricity, The capacity is 
to be about 2500 horsepower. That 
power will be used to run blower 
and other laboratory apparatus. 

This Brookhaven power plant 
will not pay for itself. It will be 
built for research, and as a by- 
product of the atomic pile, which 
also is only for research. 

But it will be, if plans go on 
schedule, the first atomic oven 
to turn out real power. The other 
American power projects are at 
the Argonne laboratory, near Chi- 
cago, Schenectady, where the Gen- 
eral Electric Co, is building the 
Knolls laboratory for this purpose, 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., and Los Ala- 
mos, the atomic bomb plant. 

Canada’s power plants are con- 
centrated at Chalk River, where 
acientists are working on various 
kinds of atomic ovens, including 
heavy water.

' IT’S PEPPERMINT 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 20 (UP) — 
The “new taste” joined the “new 
look” today, courtesy of the Amer- 
ican Greeting Publishers, Inc.

Apparently, around the time of the Mexi- 
can War, an ambitious young Greek got tired of 
herding sheep and borrowed the price of a 
steerage ticket to New York, where he got a job 
as a sweeper in a Seventh avenue fur house. 


Americans, he soon discovered, threw away 
stuff that Europeans considered brand new. He 
was amazed, while pushing his broom around, at 
the large pile of bits of fox tails, mink earlobes 
and Persian lamb neck pieces that accumulated 
at the end of each work day. He sent a whopping 
big package of lamb leftovers to his old mother 
back in Kastoria. She whipped out her needle 
and thimble and soon had herself a Persian lamb 
coat that made her neighbors drool. When the 
immigrant lad heard about Mother’s snappy coat 
an industry was born. -

DESPITE the misery of civil war, the fur- 
scraps industry fille 350 pay envelopes each week. 
Before the war 1000 Kastorians lived off the 
scraps. The needle magicians are paid about a 
dollar a day—enough to keep up appearances in 

A broker or a relative, in Manhattan, buys all 
fur scraps at from $2 to $5 a pound—depending 
on the animal They are baled, shipped to 
Salonika, Greece's big northern port, and thence 
by armed motor convoy (or donkey) pass through 
an area annoyed by Communist-led guerrillas. 

In Kastoria the scraps are sorted as to furs, 
size, shape and quality. About one-half are 


tossed away. But ip Greece nothing is wasted. - 


Useless scraps are—believe it or not—used as 
fertilizer, When mashed up a bit and buried in 
a field of crops they have some chemidal reaction 
that speeds up the wheat or potatoes. 


* 


IN A FEW WEEKS the “whole skins“ large 
enough to cover a chorus girl—are finished, You 
can't tell until you turn it inside out and see the 
jig-saw stitching that there are sometimes as 
many as 500 scraps sewn together to make one 
jacket. 

Finished “whole skins” are either made into 
coats right in Kastoria for the local trade, or 
shipped to France and England. A silk lining 
covers the patches and the skin is shaped to fit 
any figure. Nobody knows whether the Parisian 
or London furriers sell the coats as “brand new,” 


but it is possible. 

When the Nazis sat on Greece, a committee of 
gupermen visited Kastoria. They had heard, they 
said, about this amazing industry. Could the 
Kastorians rustle up a flock of coats? They 
needed them to help warm Germany's finest 
then freezing in Russia. 

Sorry, said the Kastoria scrap crowd, not a 
scrap left since your U-boats cut off our lines 
of supply. 

Actually, there were countless bales of fur 
ecraps concealed in cellars, coal bins and garrets 
in this plucky, ingenious mountain town.

“CASS TIMBERLANE,” the screen adaptation of Sinclair 
Lewis's novel, now at. LOEW'S STATE, turns out to be a 
glossy, giib triangle drama, with no real fire or emotion to 
disturb its slick magazine artificiality. The key characters are 

given some surface reality by the acting of 
Spencer Tracy, Lana Turner and Zachary 
Scott and the girection of George Sidney. The 
dialogue by Donald Ogden Stewart is deft, 
smart and naturalistic. But there is no prob- 
ing beneath the surface, no strong motiva- 
tion. 

Judge Cass Timberlane’s young wife is 
merely bored with their small city life, wants the excitement 
of New York and the attentions of the suave, wealthy young 
attorney, Bradd Criley, who's so much fun to be with. When

An Attic Storage Closet, 


NE of the chief troubles with 

our capitalistic form of econ-

The Doctor 
On Smallpox 
Inoculation 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


MALLPOX is an acute, con- 

tagious disease, caused by a 

virus (smaller than bacteria) 
and characterized by certain signs 
and symptoms, the most common 
of which is a skin rash, This rash 
passes through certain stages, 
starting with redness and blisters, 
and ending with pus sores, scabs, 
and scarring. 

Many physicians may practice a 
lifetime without ever seeing 4 
case of smallpox, but this is no 
reason to relax on the vigilance 
supplied by vaccination. Rather, 
this fact is not only a tribute to 
the success of vaccination, but a 
stimulus to perpetuate this prac- 
tice, and to keep smalipox a rare 


disease. 

QUESTION: What is the ad- 
visable time for vaccination 
against smallpox, and what is 
meant by the terms used to de- 
scribe the reactions? 

ANSWER: The ideal time for 
vaccination against smallpox is 
during the first year of life, and 
again before entering school. 
Adults who have been vaccinated 
for smallpox should be re-vacci- 
nated if outbreaks of smallpox oc- 
cur, Adults should be re-vaccinat- 
ed at least every five years. 

Three types of reactions may 
occur after vaccination. The first 
is the “take” or most desirable 
type of reaction. Here, after a 
period of 3-4 days redness appears 
over the vaccination area, fol- 
lowed in a day or so by a blister, 
and this blister then,dries into a 
hard scab which falls off leaving 
a scar. 

The second type of reaction is a 
much milder type of “take,” where 
the redness, blister, and scab are 
much less, and the scab falls off 
after a week or so leaving little 
or no scar. 

The last type is that where 
nothing happens after vaccina- 
tion. This may be caused by the 
person having immunity to small- 
pox. However, several attempts 
at vaccination should be made, 
because the lack of reaction may 
possibly have been due to out- 
dated (old) vaccine, or the vac- 
cine may have been rubbed off the 


skin before a “take” could occur. 


A large percentage of people 
who have recovered from small- 
pox will have permanent immuni- 
ty from the disease. Since this is 
not true in all instances, vaccina- 
tion is advisable according to the 
above mentioned rules. 

After one has contracted small- 
pox, there is no specific treat- 
ment, The seriousness of this 
disease and lack of any specific 
treatment are the reasons why 
vaccination is so important.

And finally, the five spot discard 
might coax a four or even a lower 
card from him in which case we 
pick his discard and knock,

EMEMBER checkerboard 
cake and the first time you 
saw either its picture or the 
real thing? Its magical appear- 
ance made thousands of home- 
makers a decade or more ago 
want to learn how to bake it and 


tonce the trick was learned, they 


thought they were going places 
as cake bakers. I had almost. 
forgotten this kind of cake and 
my own feeling of achieving it 
until I received a request for the 
recipe the week after this past 
Christmas. One of our readers 
had received a gift of a set of 
pans and the metal circles that 
go with it. Now she wants to 
bake a checkerboard cake. After 
a lot of searching and mental re- 
freshing, we can oblige the lady 
and all other interested readers. 
You may not have this special 
outfit, but you can improvise one 
with 2 layer cake tins, some clean 
sheets of thin cardboard and some 
paper clips. .Cut cardboard into 
perfectly straight strips as wide 
as your pans are deep. Shape into 
three circles, fasten with clips. 
For eight-inch pans, shape one 
circle two inches in diameter, an- 
other one four and a third one 
six inches. When laid in the 
pan, you have circles of dough 
that are one inch wide. If your 
pans bake cake one inch deep, you 
will obtain checks approximately 
one inch square, If your card- 
board is not smooth, fold waxed 
paper neatly around the strips be- 
fore making the circles. Or you 
can use these two batters to make 
a simpler but very interesting 
cake. Bake the chocolate batter 
in one layer and the white in 
another, Or you can hold a card- 
board strip down the center of 
the pan, put chocolate on one 
side and white in the other. When 
icing the layers, put the chocolate 
sides to match, and use two kinds 
of icing to cover these two colors 
of cake, This promises a pleasant 
surprise for the family and two 
kinds of excellent cake that will 
be eaten up before the pleasure 
wanes into a monotonous task.
